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I. SPECIAL TOPICS. 





1. The Security Pact. 


The last ten days have been momentous in the histor 
negotiations for a Pact of Security. The German Seudene rel 
for discussing the Pact was begun on September 2lst, and was undoub- 
tedly very strongly influenced by the attitude of the Nationalist 
Party. ¥rom the resolutions passed at various congresses of this 
Party, it became apparent that, while they realised that the accept- 
ance of the Allies’ invitation to the Conference of Ministers was 
inevitable, they desired that the acceptance should be accompanied 
by reservations.. These reservations dealt mainly with three points: 
(1) The question of Germany's responsibility for the War as laid 
down in Article 231 of the Peace Treaty, (2) the dexand for the 
evacuation of Cologne, and (3) the question of disarmament. 

On Sentember 26th, the German Government issued its reply to 
the Allies' invitation, and while its Note (published on September 
30th by "The Times") wes one of acceptance without reservations, 
German ambassadors in Great Britain, Drance,and Belgium Were instuo- 
ted to intimate to the Foreign iinisters of these countries the 
German Government's views on the issues involved. A similar com- 
munication was sent to Italy. By this aideemémoire, the German 
Goverimaent attempted to introduce the questions of war responsibility 
and the evacuation of the Northern Zone into the negotiations for 
the Pact of Security. This niece of diplomacy was an obvious attempt 
on the wrt of the German Government to conciliage Nationalist opinion, 
but its introduction was unfortunate, in that the British Government, 
in ita renly of September 29th, while noting with pleasure the German 
Govermnent's acceptance, stated that these questions had no relation 
to the negotiations for a Security Pact, and had formed no part of 
the vreliminary exchange of views. The Gerizan move was strongly 
criticised in the press of the Allied countries. 

Tne Conference of Foreign Ministers is to take nlece at Locarno 
on October 5th, with representatives from Great Britain, france, 
Belgiun, Italy and Germany. 

With regard to the Eastern problem and the question of arbitra- 
tion treaties between Germany, Poland and Czechoslovakia, one of the 
most interesting developments has been the communication to Herr 
Stresemann, German Foreign Minister, on September 20th from the 
Czechoslovak Government to the effect that the latter was prepared 
to enter into negotiations for the conclusion afa German-Czechoslovak 
arbitration treaty. This provosal irks the triumph of the idea of 
local conciliation nacts, and is an indication of a fect that is 
frequently forgotten - e.g. that the interests of Poland and Czecho- 
slovakia are not identical. It was revorted from Yarsaw that 
Poland @id not intend to take similar steps. Tne Polish “ress 
expressed considerable surprise at tie Czechoslovak proposal.

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2» The League Council and the Irak Dispute. 


The delay ef the League Ceuncil in giving a decision on the ! 
dispute about the frentier between Irak and Turkey has roused 
comment and criticism. Opinions vary as to the fairness of the 
latter. The following are the events that led the Council to 
make the reference to the International Court witich is now post- 
pening a settlement. On these facts readers will be able to 
form their ow opinions. 

The terms of reference under which the Leasue Council under- 
took to decide the dispute are in Article 3 of the Treaty of 
Lausanne, (signed July, 1923). The wording is vague, and that 
vagueness is so imvortant a factor in the present situation that 
we quote the whole text of the Article: "The frontier between 
Turkey and Irak shall be laid down in friendly arrangement to be 
concluded between Turk®y and Great Britain within nine months. 

In the event of no agreement being reached between the two 
Governments within the tine mentioned, the dispute shall be referred 
to the Council of the League of Nations. 

The Turkish and British Governments reciprocally undertake that, 
vending the decision to be reached on the subject of the frontier, 
no military or other movement shall take place which might modify 
in any way the present state of the territories of which the final 
fate will depend on that decision." | 

Note that this Article contains no definition of the powers of 
the Council, and remember that the League Covenant contemplates more 
than one way in which the Council inmay be invoked to settle a dispute. 
Moreover it is not clear whether the Lei;;ue Council is to work under 
the rules of Article 15 of the Covenant, waich require a unanimbdus 
vote, or whether it may give its decision otherwise, in the capacity j 
of an arbitral body under the terms of reference in the Treaty. 

Differences of opinion between the Turkish and British Delegates 
on t.ese points of competence and procedure manifestei themselves 
a year ago. A verbal agreement about them, nowever, was eventually 
teached between Lord Parmoor and Fethi Bey (September, 1924) and is | 
contained in the Minutes of the Council. This agreement has now 
(Septemb2r, 1925) been repudiated by Rusndi Tewfik Bey on behalf of 
-his Govern=:ent. 

This change of attitude on the part of Turkey is responsible for 
the necessity,now perceived by the League Council, of referring to 
the Court of Justice. The League Council has worded its questions 
as follows: 

1) What is the character of the decision to be taken by 

the Council in virtue of Article 3, Para. 2 of the 
Trecty of Lausanne? 
2) If it ve an arbitral award, 9 recomendation, or a 
simple mediation, must the decision be unanimous, or 
may it be taken by a majority< 
3) May renresentatives of tne interested partics take 
nart in the vote? 
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The third of these questions is doubtless prompted by a 
Turkish argunent, founded on a remark made by Lord Curzon during 
the Lausanne negotiations, and quoted in the Blue Book containing 
those interminable discussions. It rexains to be seen whether 
the Court will consider this a relevant docuxent, or whether it 
will base its decision on the Treaty, the Govenant and the recorded 
undertakings of the disnuteantws arter the Treaty was signed... 

The opinion of the Court «:s invited at the end of September, 
1925. It will hold a Snecial Session ct the Masue on October 22nd. 
After it has given a ruling the Council should have a clear road 
before it for an authoritative decision on the real question at 
— - namely, what shall be the frontier line between Turkey and 
TaKe 

The result will tcte watched with critical interest by all those 
interested in testing the machinery set up by the League Covenant 
for peaceful settlement of iiiternationsl disnutes.

Se The Srenck Devt to tme United States. 


On Sententer 24th the American and -‘rench Debt Comnissions 
begen their meetings in ‘ashington to negotiate a settleinent of 
the outstanding vnolitical debt of the French Governzent to the 
United States Govemnment. After six days spent in exchange of 
views no ‘final settlement has yet been agreed upon. Owing to 
the secrecy surrounding the negotiations the offers of the two 
Governments can be satated only along broad lines. Apparently the 
best French offer is as follows: (1) During the first five years 
2 naynent of 25,000,000, clus interest of 320,000,000; during the 
next five years $30,000,000; during the next ten years $45,000,000 
to $50,000,000; during the last 42 years annuities to increase 
gradually to #80,000,000. (2) The inclusion in the settlevient of 
a "safeguording clause", that is to say, a clause vroviding for a 
revision of the settlement in case France's capacity to pay is 
dininished - spparently dy default of Germany. 

the French offer, which represents scarcely 40 cents on the 
dollar, was a disanpointent to the American Coiwiission and was 
quickly rejected. American terms are represented as follows:

The final Prenct offer, wich was at first reported to have

The payuent of £8,000,000 for five years, (2) Of £12,000,000 for 
the seven following years, (3) Tnenceforward of £20,000,000 a year 
till the total stioul*? reach £1,124,000,000, oy 62 aniual payments. 
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A catagorical denial of American acceptance of this Plan was 
issued by Mr. Mellon, Chairman of the Commission, and finally a 
temporary settlement was agreed upon by which France shall pay 
£8,000,000 a year for five years, after which frosh negotiations 
will be entered into.

Morocco and the Riffs. 

The fortunes of war have been somewhat unequal in Morocco, but 
unquestionably the greater advantage lies with the French, who have 
now re-occupied 70 to 80 per cent. of their lost territory. The 
recovery of prestige through the submission of local tribes is an 
added factor towards success. The Spanish landing at Alhucemas 

was at first regarded as a failure, but in the presence of the 
Marquis de Estella, the forces disembarked there heavily defeated 
the Riffs on September 23rd, capturing Mount Malmosi. The Spanish 
Dictator is now confident that Ajdir will soon fall. 


Syria and the Druses. 
he Syricn military situation has improved since Gamelin took 


command of the Trench forces, and nunitive preparations ere now in 
progress. The relief of Sueida on Septenber 23rd, after a sieo 
of six weeks sade welcome news in Paris. 


The Echo de Paris issued on the 29th a report from M. Henri de 
Kerilles (their apecial investigator in Syria) containing a severe 
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indictment against General Sarrail, the High Commissioner, and 
Captain Carbillet, formerly Governor of tis Jebel Druse, for their 
treatment of the Druses and the general exercise of their power. 


Inter-Allied Debts. 

Latvia nas concluded the agreement for the funding of her 
American debt of £1,000,000, the payment of which will be made at 
the usual rate of 34% and will cover 62 years. 

& Rumanian Debt Funding Comaission, headed by M. Titulesco, 
Minister in London, left on Saturday, October Srd, for Washington 
to negotiate for the payment of the Rumanian debt of £9,000,000 to 
the United States.

Speeches delivered during his visit to 
Poland indicate that the earlier orientation of Polish nolicy is not 
adversly reger:ied by Poland. It is furtuer probable, accordixn; to 
Chicherin, that in view of Gernny's present policy, where she ray 
be drawn into a combination actual or implied against Soviet Xussia, 
that Bolshevist policy towards the Reich may have to be eltered. 
Chicherin is now in Berlin.

SEPTEMBER 19TH-OCTOBER 3RD. 


SATURDAY, SEPTEMBER 19TH. 

n view o urkey"s rejection of her pledge to abide by the 
League's decision on Mosul, iir. Amery declared Great Britain also 
free in this respect. Dissatisfaction is general at the decision 
of the Council of the League of Nations to refer the question to 
the Permanent Court of International Justice, according to the 
recommendation of the Mosul Sub-Comnittee. 

French troops in Morocco advanced from Biban into the Beni 
Zerual country. On the Spanish front the Jabala are massing in the 
Tetuan district with a view to re-capturing the post of Kudia Tahar. 

The text of Mr. Austen Chamberlain's letter to the British 
delegation to the Chinese Tariff Conference was published. The 
object of the Conference will be the adoption of measures to secure 
internal peace and reforms of permanent benefit to China. 

Resentment was caused in Baltic political circles at the Soviet 
demand for the dismissal of the Estonian Foreign Minister, M. Pusta. 

The Lithuanian Cabinet resigned in connexion with the Polish- 
Lithuanian negotiations at the Copenhagen Conference. 


MONDAY. SEPTEMBER 21ST. 
The German Cabinet met to decide upon its reply to the Alilies' 


invitation to the Security Pact Conference. The Czechoslovak Gov- 
ernment informed the German Government of its willingness to enter 
into negotiations for an arbitration treaty. 

In Morocco, a French offensive north of Taza is reported to be 
imminent. The town of Sheshuan was evacuated by the Rifis. The 
position of the Spanish troops which landed at Cebadilla Bay under 
General Saro is unsatisfactory, and in this connection the Marquis 
de Estella arrived in Alhucemas Bay. 

The Turkish Press shows disappointment at the League's reference 
of the Mosul dispute to the Hague. 

The trading port of Swatow in China was reopened by the occupa- 
tion of the forces of Chen Chiung-ming. Canton is endeavouring to 
maintain its boycott of Hong-kong. 


TUESDAY, SEPTEMBER 22ND. 
The German Cabinet again met to consider its reply to the Allies 


invitation to a Pact conference. Ministers were divided in their 
opinions as to whether an acceptance should be coupled with reserva- 
tions. 

A re-grouping of French forces took place on the Moroccan front 
in preparation for the coming French offensive. They continue to 
receive gubmissions from the tribes on the Wergha as a result of the 
Wergha offensive. 

The Third Committee of the League Assembly adopted a resolution 
declaring that a disarmament congerence should not be held until 
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conditions with regard to security in Europe were more settled. 

In view of the reported Turkish deportation of Christians 
from villages south of the Brussels Line near Mosul, Great Britain 
requested the League to hold an immediate enquiry on the spot. 

French troops are enveloping the Jebel Druse on three sides, 
and on the fourth are assisted by the British in Transjordan. 


WEDNESDAY, SEPTEMBER ese: 
If. Caillaux arrived in Washington with the French Debt Mission. 


Spanish troops in Morocco advanced from Cebadilla towards 
Ajdir, the Riff capital, occupying the line of hills from Mount 
Malmosi to Morro Viejo. 

The attitude of German Nationalists, hitherto opposed to the 
conference on the Security Pact, underwent modification and ail - 
parties in Germany are now agreed that the Allies' invitation to 
the Conference should be accepted. No reservations are antici- 
pated. 

The French expedition to relieve Sueida came within five miles 
of the garrison, after beating off several Druse attacks. 


THURSDAY, SEPTEMBER 24TH. 

At a meeting of the French and American Debt Commissions, M. 
Caillaux presented a memorandum for the consideration of the 
American group. 

The German Cabinet decided to accept the Allies! invitation 
to the Pact conference, and its acceptance was notified informally 
to the representatives of the Powers concerned. 

The French garrison of Sueida was relieved by a column advanc- 
ing from El Museifireh. 

At a meeting of the League Council, it was decided to send a 
representative to the Iraq frontier territory to enquire into the 
deportation of Christians by the Turks, in accordance with the 
request of the British Government. The representative will keep 
the Council informed of developments on the Brussels Line. 

The occupation of Mount Malmosi by Spanish forces in Morocco 
vuts the latter in a strong position, and the Rifi are amious as to 
the fate of their capital, Ajdir. 


FRIDAY, SEPTEMBER 25TH. 
“The proposal made by M. Caillaux for the settlement of the 


French debt to the United States was rejected by the American 
Debt Commission, even as a basis of discussion. 

A meeting was held of the Premiers of the Federal States of 
Germany to discuss the proposed Security Pact in its relation to 
the States concerned. 

French troops in *“orocco advanced north-west of Kiffane. A 
Spanish advance from Mount Malmosi towards Ajdir is expected shortly. 

The League Assembly passed a resolution on security, arbitration 

and disarmament, giving the League's sanction to the proposed 
Security Pact and dealing with the preparations for a conference 
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on the reduction of armaments. 

Relgium accepted the jurisdiction of the Permanent Court at the 
The Hague for a period of fifteen years by intimating her adherence 
to = 56 of the Statutes of the Permanent Court of International 
Jus C6 


SATURDAY, SEPTEIBER 267TH. 

The German Ambassador handed a note to lire Austen Chamberlain 
at the roreign Office containing the German Government's uncondition- 
al accentance of the Allies' invitation to the Conference of HMinis- 
ters on the proposed Security Pact. This is expected to take place 
somewhere in Switzerland on October 5th. Similar notes were pre- 
sented in Paris, Brussels and Rome. 

Consternation is expressed in France at the summary rejection 
of Me Caillaux's first offer to tne American Deot Commission. 

The Sixth Assembly of tue League of Nations finally adjourned, 
after adopting all the proposals of the six Committees. 

By an agreement between the British mill-owners in Shanghai 
and the Chinese Chamber of Commerce, the mill strike declared on 
Yay 3lst was brought to an end. 


MONDAY, SEPTE:3ER 28th. 

Tne German Ambassador in Paris, Herr von Hoesch, called upon 
Me Briand and intimated to him the comments which the German Govern- 
ment wish to accomnany their acceptance wf the Allies' invitation to 
the Security Pact Conference of Ministers. These include a reiter- 
ation of the German denial of resnonsibility for the war and a deinand 
for the evacusetion of Cologne. 

At a ireeting of the American and french Debt Commissioners in 
Washington, firesh nroposals put forward by if. Caillaux were accepted 
as a basis for discussion. 

The Maravis de Estella inspected the Spanish positions in 
Morocco at Morro Nuevo. Since the Spanish success on September 25rd, 
no attack has been made on the Spanish lines. Abd-el-Krim is cone 
centrating on the defence of Ajdir. 

The Permanent Court of International Justice was convoked in 
extraordinary session to deal with the iosul question on October 22nd. 

Owing to lack of water in fveida, the relieving colunn of General

The Sixth Assembly closed on September 26th after a session 
of steady routine work. One thing in particular stnick all 
those who attended, and that was the general impression that the 
League had come to stay. The "atmosphere" of Geneva was even 
stronger than in previous years. 

Lord Cecil's Slavery Convention was finally referred to the 
Governments of the member-States asking for their observatias 
so that it may be brought up at the Seventh Assembly. It was 
are it was too important a document to rush through in a 
ew days. 

As foreshadowed in the previous Bulletin, Dr. Nansen's report 
on Armenian refugees recommended that it was perfectly possible 
to settle 15,000 Armenians in Erivan provided that a loan of about 
£900,000 could be raised. 

It was resolved to ask the Council to begin immediately the 
arrangements for calling a conference for tne reduction of arma- 
ments, the conference to take place as soon as a suitable moment 
arrives. 

On the motion of M. Loucheur, it was resolved to explore the 
ground for calling a world economic conference to discover the 
fundanental remedy for the present world industrial crisis. In 
the meantime, serious reports of Turkish raids into Mosul have been 
published, and deportations of Christians from the frontier villages, 
At the request of Great Britain, the League has appointed General 
Laidoner of Estonia to vroceed at once to Mosul te investigate 
these reports and keep the peace until such time as the League's 
decision is announced. General Leidoner was a distinguished 
General in the Tsarist Russian Army during the war, and in 1919 
became Commander-in-Chief of the Estonian Army, waging successful 
campaigns against the Solsheviks. He is known as the Liberator 
of Estonia, and has each year represented his country at the

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Italy Calls to the World 


EMORIES of the meetings of the International Moral 
Education Congress at London, 1908, at the Hague, 1912, 
and at Geneva, 1922, are held in lively appreciation by edu- 
cationists and social reformers all over the world. Governments, 
municipalities, associations, teachers, students, and men and 
women distinguished for their social philosophy or educational 
enthusiasm, devoted to the work a many-sided co-operation, 
and manifested a remarkably active interest; and books and 
pamphlets presenting the results of the discussions have 
attracted widespread attention. 

The Fourth Congress is now being planned for Rome in 
1926 (16-20 April). It should mark a new and important 
step in the long road by which the highest and noblest human 
idealism wrestles its way towards ethical reality. 

The themes will be two: 

(1) The possibility of a universal moral code as a basis for 
education ; and (2) Personality, the means for its developments 
in the family, schools, and the world ; two principal papers 
being devoted to each. The writers of the four principal 
papers and the writers of concise commentaries on the four 
principal documents are selected by the Italian Committee ; 
and all these contributions will be printed and distributed by 
16 April. The Congress will dispense with the reading of these 
papers in order that the sessions may be utilized for free 
discussion. The languages in which the proceedings will be con- 
ducted will be Italian, French, Spanish, German, and English. 

THe Italian Committee cordially invites public authorities 
and individual educationists to co-operate in making the 
Congress an expression of the highest human ideals, under the 
auspices of the Eternal City. The touch of Rome turns 
everything to history. We anticipate that the Fourth Con- 
gress will win the dignity of a landmark. Rome calls! And 
an appeal from a City so rich in unique and vital attractions 
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will assuredly penetrate to all recesses of civilization. Who 
can turn aside from so great an opportunity ? 

As will be seen from the announcements at the head of 
this circular, the King of Italy gives his approval; the 
Ministers for Foreign Affairs and for Education are patrons ; 
the President of the Reception Committee is H.E. Senator 
Professor Vittorio Scialoja. The President of the Italian 
Executive Committee is Professor Francesco Orestano, who 
took an active part in the three previous Congresses, and is 
well known, in philosophical and educational circles, through 
a series of works on Kant, Leonardo da Vinci, Science, Ethics, 
etc., and Nuovi Principi (1925). 

Membership of the Congress is open to all persons who 
accept the Object and Basis, and who pay not less than the 
equivalent of fifty Italian lire. This sum entitles the sub- 
scriber to ‘receive whatever printed documents the Fourth 
Congress may issue.

Note by the Chairman of the International 
Executive Council 


THAT our Congress may not be too diffuse in its deliberations, two 
definite allied topics have been chosen for discussion. The first is: 
‘The possibility of a universal moral code as a basis for education.” 
What we hope to determine as the result of our conference is, 
whether there is or is not some perhaps © unwritten " code within the 
bounds of which men have to keep, if they are to achieve the highest 
excellence. A genius shakes himself free of every fetter he can cast 
aside, but even he finds that only by confining himself within certain 












































limits can he accomplish what he is straining his whole self 
to do. St. Francis, Dante, Michael Angelo—each had to obey 
certain laws most strictly, otherwise he would not have accomplished 
what he did. What a “ gentleman” may or may not do is nowhere 
rigidly laid down; yet in all countries, Asiatic as well as European, 
and among every class in each country, there is much the same 
unformulated code of behaviour, and those who conform to it are 
recognized everywhere as “ gentlemen,’’ whether they be poor or 
rich, civilized or barbarian. Is there some similar universal code 
to which men have likewise to conform if the loftiest pinnacles of 
moral excellence are to be reached? This is the first topic for 
discussion. 

To it the second is related. An aeroplane, if it is to accomplish 
its flight, has to be kept inexorably within certain lines. The whole 
vault of heaven is open to it; it can go right or left, up or down. 
But in its freest flight it has to obey certain laws or it crashes to 
the ground. A man has to do likewise, but he has todo more. He 
cannot remain the same like the machine; he must grow and 
develop. in the course of his flight through life, he must make 
himself incomparably better than when he first left the ground. 
How is he to do this? How is he to develop his personality in the 
home, at school, and out in the great life of the world? This is our 
second topic. 

And in approaching the discussion of these topics we may 
remember this: we have not at the end to append our names to any 
formal articles of agreement. We have not to draw up any new 
Ten Commandments. To arouse interest, not to make binding 
decisions, is our aim. But we may hope that our deliberations may 
result, first, in making our minds clearer as to what we must and what 
we must not do, if we are to rise from the ground; and secondly, in 
stimulating us to fly high. And as in the realm of spirit, if we are 
to rise at all, we must soar on our own wings, and not depend upon 
an aeroplane to lift us upward, and must sing as we soar, and sing 
in harmony with other songsters, and not merely hum like mono- 
tonous machines, our deliberations should help us to develop our 
powers both of flight and of song, and teach us to fly and sing in 
company with our fellows. If this much can be accomplished, our 
Congress will not have been held in vain.
